The first unfortunate incident 
was a conflict between: the strike’ 

pickets and a couple of Japanése, 
which resulted in the drowning of } 
‘one picket, and the serious wound- 
ing of another. The latter is. now 
in-hospital under treatment and the 
two Japanese are detained. at the 
Japanese Consulate. The incident 
is under’ diplomatic negotiation 
between the Commissioner of 
Foreign Affairs ond the Japanese 
Consul, who has expressed his re- 
sret and agreed tovpay all expenses | 
in connection with the treatment 
of the wounded man now in hhos- 
pital. 

No sooner wag this incident on 
the point of a settlement than 
there followed. an.open conflict be~ 
tween the police and the Bamboo 
Makers and Carpenters’ Unions, 
which has resulted in a strike, 
necessitating the calling out of the 
Garrison troops to preserve order.
